Residents slowing down in six 
city neighbourhoods for more 
than a year were recently asked 
whether they want to keep their 
foot on the brake or put it back 
on the gas pedal. 

A reduced speed limit of 40 
km/h from 50 km/h was imple¬ 
mented in May 2010 as part of a 
six-month pilot program, and the 
city hired a consultant to survey 
more than 2,000 residents this 
summer. 

“In Woodcroft, it’s a clear indi¬ 
cation of what they want to do,” 
said city transportation boss Bob 
Boutilier. “Others are relatively 
close.” 

In Woodcroft, 78 per cent said 


they’d prefer the lower limit. 

“It all has to do with reaction 
time and giving drivers an oppor¬ 
tunity to stop if they see a child,” 
said resident Patricia Grell, who 
would actually prefer 30km/h. 

Program results show that five 
of the six communities saw a 
reduction in collisions and all six 
saw speed reductions. 

In Beverly Heights, a nearly 
50-50 split on speed doesn’t sur¬ 
prise resident George Karbonik. 

“The people that are on the 
main routes definitely want the 
40,” he said. “The people that are 
off the main routes, and the fur¬ 
ther off they are, they moreso 
want the 50.” 

Kathy Morrison lives along 114 
Avenue and likes the reduced 
speed. 

“When it’s 40, most cars are 


going 50, and when it’s 50, most 
cars are going 60,” she said. 

Gouncil will make the ulti¬ 
mate decision on each neigh¬ 
bourhood. 

A council committee will first 
discuss the report Oct. 4. 

Telephone interviews were 
completed with 2,044 people 
over the age of 18 in July and 
August. 

When asked if aware of the 
pilot program, more than 90 per 
cent were, on average. 

Neighbourhoods were selected 
for the pilot based on age, loca¬ 
tion and the way they were built. 

Some had brought up speed¬ 
ing issues in the past, trans¬ 
portation manager Bob Boutili¬ 
er said.

the new proposed Educa¬ 
tion Act, the completion 
age will rise from 16 to 
17,” said superintendent 
Joan Carr. “And the age 
limit (from 19) to 21 for 
students to complete high 
school.” 

The school will be at¬ 
tached to the revamped 
Clareview Recreation Cen¬ 
tre, which will not only in¬ 
clude ice rinks, but also a 
pool, child-care areas, a fit¬ 


ness centre, libraiy and 
more. 

Board chair Debbie En¬ 
gel said some young peo¬ 
ple find it difficult to 
combine sports, other ac¬ 
tivities and personal lives 
with desired academic 
grades in three years. 

“It’s not just about 
(high school completion),” 
said trustee Maril 5 m 
Bergstra. “It’s about mov¬ 
ing beyond that and into 
post-secondary education. 

“And this is that ticket.” 

The $11.6-million facili¬ 
ty will be paid for by the 
city and repaid by the 
board.

Speed limit 
debate won’t 
slow down 

Even if one or more of 
the communities 
involved in a reduced 
residential speed limit 
pilot project keeps its 
speed limit capped at 40 
km/h, it doesn’t mean 
the rest of the city is go¬ 
ing to follow suit. 


Other methods, such 
as narrowing wide 
streets or installing 
speed bumps, can be 
considered. 

“Those are things that 
need to be looked at,” 
said transportation man¬ 
ager Bob Boutilier. “Not 
one (measure) will apply 
to ever 3 Ahing.” 

And while the pilot 
project could open the 
door for others to come 
forward and make their 
cases for a lower limit, 
Boutilier isn’t sure it’s a 


good idea. 

He said the well- 
known 50 km/h limit 
will not be changed 
province wide, and to do 
so in some parts of the 
city and not others 
would be expensive. 

“Eveiy roadway with a 
different speed limit, we 
would need to put a sign 
up,” he said. “That’s 
every cul-de-sac and 
every side road. That’s 
tens of thousands of 
signs.”

arrest and anti-terrorism 
measures.

Families in pickup trucks 
stacked with mattresses 
and jugs of water fled 
Moammar Gadhafl’s home¬ 
town of Sirte yesterday 
ahead of an expected new 
push by revolutionaiy 
forces to seize the city, as 
the anti-Gadhafl forces 
claimed progress in the bat¬ 
tle for a city in the remote 
southern desert. 

A commander of the 
new government’s forces 
said late yesterday they 
were in control of most of 
the Gadhafl desert strong¬ 
hold of Sabha after a day of 
fighting. The commander, 
Bashir Ahwaz, said most of 
the tribesmen loyal to Gad¬ 
hafl fled the city instead of 


putting up a fight, but three 
of his men and 19 pro-Gad- 
hafl tribesmen were killed. 

He said it would take an¬ 
other week for his forces to 
take control of all of Libya’s 
southern desert and its bor¬ 
ders with Algeria and Niger. 
Several groups of officials 
firom Gadhafl’s regime, as 
well as one of the dictator’s 
sons, have fled to Niger. 

Earlier, residents fleeing 
Sirte said they had been liv¬ 
ing under a state of siege 
with Gadhafl’s forces pre¬ 
venting them firom leaving, 
while living conditions de¬ 
teriorated and the city 
came under constant rock¬ 
et Are and NATO bombard¬ 
ment.

Future car 
drives itself 

It can talk, see, drive and 
no longer needs a human 
being to control it by re¬ 
mote. The car of the future 
— completely computer- 
controlled — is on the 
streets of Berlin. 

All summer, re¬ 
searchers from the city’s 
Free University have been 


testing the automobile. 

The vehicle manoeu¬ 
vres through traffic on its 
own using a sophisticated 
combination of devices, 
including a computer, 
electronics and a precision 
satellite navigation system 
in the trunk, a camera in 
the front, and laser scan¬ 
ners on the roof and 
around the front and rear 
bumpers. 

“The vehicle can recog¬ 
nize other cars on the 
road, pedestrians, build¬ 


ings and trees up to 70 me¬ 
tres around it and even see 
if the traffic lights ahead 
are red or green and react 
accordingly,” explained 
Raul Rojas, the head of the 
university’s research 
group for artificial intelli¬ 
gence. 

The scientists have 
worked on their research 
car, a Volkswagen Passat 
worth $551,800 US with 
lots of built-in special tech¬ 
nology, for four years.

In August, the Air Cana¬ 
da flight attendants had re¬ 
soundingly rejected a 
tentative deal CUPE negoti¬ 
ated with the airline, forc¬ 
ing the two sides back to 
the drawing board.

A strike deadline had 
been set for just after mid¬ 
night today, though federal 
Labour Minister Lisa Raitt 
had warned she would in¬ 
troduce back-to-work legis¬ 
lation. 

Minutes after the deal 
was announced. Labour 
Minister Lisa Raitt called on 
union members to ratify 
the agreement. 

“The objective of the leg¬ 
islation that we put on no¬ 
tice yesterday has been 
achieved and we are so veiy 
pleased that air service for 
Canadians will be protect¬ 


ed,” she said. 

A walkout in June by the 
airline’s customer service 
agents lasted just three days 
before a deal was reached 
under a threat by Raitt that 
she would legislate them 
back to work. 

The Air Canada deal was 
announced soon after the 
two sides resumed face-to- 
face talks and hours after 
they broke off negotiations. 

It prompted Air Canada’s 
shares to soar more than 
six per cent, gaining 10 
cents to $1.69 in afternoon 
trading on the Toronto 
Stock Exchange. 

The union held rallies at 
Parliament Hill in Ottawa 
and other locations. Sal Oc- 
chiuzzi, 54, a flight atten¬ 
dant for 31 years, said 
workers just wanted a fair 
deal that will allow them to 
recover some of the money 
lost in the last decade. 

“We helped the compa¬ 
ny out when things were 
tough and we all gave a lot 
and it’s time for the compa¬ 
ny to give a bit back,” he

Governments *must act 
swiftly’: Bank of Canada 


Bank of Canada governor 
Mark Carney is issuing a call 
to action to governments 
and la 3 dng partial blame on 
their ineffectual responses 
so far for taking the world 
to the precipice of a new re¬ 
cession. 

In a hard-hitting speech 
to a business crowd in Saint 
John, N.B., Carney said yes¬ 
terday the combination of 
sovereign debt worries and 
bad politics have sapped in¬ 
vestor confldence. 

“The combination of 
high debt loads and unpre¬ 
dictable politics is toxic,” he 
said. 

The no-nonsense lan¬ 
guage highlights the impor¬ 
tance Carney gives to the 
upcoming meetings of the 
G20 finance ministers and 
International Monetary 
Fund later this week. But it 
also underscores the gravity 
of the situation as he sees it. 

Europe’s fiscal and debt 
problems are serious but 
fixable, but governments 
must act swiftly to fix them, 
he said. He said the U.S. is

not doomed to suffer anoth¬ 
er recession, but the risks 
have clearly risen and 
squabbling politicians are 
making matters worse.

The economy is being dam¬ 
aged through a tightening 
of financial conditions and a 
slowdown in growth, partic¬ 
ularly with in the export 
sector.

AVATAR. The Walt Disney 
Co. said yesterday it has 
agreed on an exclusive 
deal to build attractions 
based on James 
Cameron’s Avatar at its 
theme parks, starting 
with its Animal 
Kingdom park in Orlan¬ 
do, Fla. 

Construction is set to 
begin in 2013 and is ex¬ 
pected to be finished 
about three years after 
that. 

The Avatar attraction

Apple Cheddar Puffs 
Preparation: 


I Heat oven to 220 C (425 
F). Line 2 baking sheets 
with parchment paper. 

In saucepan over medi¬ 
um-high, heat water, 
butter and salt until 
boiling. Add flour and 
stir vigorously with 


wooden spoon until mix 
comes away from sides 
of pan and forms a ball 
of dough, about 1 min. 

Transfer dough to bowl 
of electric mixer. Mix 
with paddle attachment 
1 min. Add eggs, one at 
a time, waiting until ful¬ 
ly incorporated before 
adding next. When all 
of the eggs are incorpo¬ 
rated, mix in cheese. 


5 Remove puffs from oven 
and pierce side of each 
to allow steam to 
escape. Let cool. 

6 While puffs bake, make 
filling. In saucepan over 
medium-high, cook ap¬ 
ples, sugar, ginger, 
lemon juice, salt and 30 
ml (2 tbsp) of water just 
until apples tender, 
about 6 mins. In glass, 
stir remaining 30 ml (2 


tbsp) water and 
cornstarch, add to 
apples. Bring to simmer 
and cook just until mi 
thickens, 1 to 2 mins. Let 
cool before using. 

7 To fill puffs, cut each in 
half horizontally. Spoon 
small amount of filling 
into bottom of shell, re¬ 
place top half of shell. 
Serve warm.

Spoon mix into large 
zip-close bag with cor¬ 
ner cut off. Gently 
squeeze to create 
walnut-size mounds on 
prepared baking sheets, 
leaving 5 cm (2 inches) 
between each mound.

t has something to 
do with sales and 
profits, yes, but a 
bit more to do with 
testosterone. The 
latest “king of the 
hill” rhetoric emanated 
from the Frankfurt Auto 
Show, which is in full 
swing this week. 

Volkswagen issued a 
statement at the show, de¬ 
tailing how they plan to 
spend 62.4 billion euros 
(about $84 billion) in the 
coming five years to boost 
its worldwide production. 

Currently the VW 
group, which includes 
VW, Audi, Skoda and Seat 
brands, ranks third in the 


world motor vehicle pro¬ 
duction rankings. But it 
wants the No. 1 status, 
currently held by Toyota. 
Also ahead of VW at the 
moment, is No. 2 man. 
General Motors. 

Yes, that same General 
Motors that filed for bank¬ 
ruptcy protection back in 
2009. 

“Top of the agenda for 
us are investments in en- 
vironmentally-friendly, 
sustainable models and 
drives,” noted GEO Martin 
Winterkorn, in VW’s 
statement. 

One of those sustain¬ 
able models sure to drive 
future volume is the VW 
Up, shown for the first 
time in production trim 
at the show in Frankfurt. 
The “mini” or “city” Up is 
a class smaller than Golf, 
so we probably won’t see 
it here in North America, 
which would be a shame, 
because it’s looks pretty 
good.

any automaker, but 1 
sometimes wonder if peo¬ 
ple forget about the bag¬ 
gage that comes with 
being No. 1 at anything. 

It doesn’t take long be¬ 
fore the cooler kids start 
looking the other way, or 
throw rocks at you when 
you’re not looking, be¬ 
cause you are now the 
boring establishment, and 
had it coming. And you 
can forget about having 
any “underdog” support 
you once enjoyed. 

So go ahead, take your 
place at the top of the hill 
if you want to, just bring a 
helmet. 


Once considered scrap, end- 
of-life cars are now consid¬ 
ered an asset, dismantled 
and sold for the value of 
their parts and metal. It’s a 
process that involves both 
reuse and recycling once 
they go to their final resting 
place. 

Some 1.2 million vehi¬ 
cles come off the road in 
Canada eveiy year, accord¬ 
ing to Steve Fletcher, man¬ 
aging director of the 
Automotive Recyclers of 
Canada. Good recyclers will 
get as much as they can 
from each one. 

“First, they’ll remove any 
parts that can be directly 
resold,” he says. 

“Engines, transmissions, 
mirrors, taillights, an54hing 
that doesn’t have to be re¬ 
worked and can be directly 
reused.” 

Next, the recycler drains 
the 20 to 40 litres of fluid 
that each one may hold, in¬ 
cluding gasoline, an¬ 
tifreeze, transmission oil, 
brake fluid, washer fluid 
and engine oil. Fluids that 
are fresh enough are used 
in company vehicles, while

old or excess liquids are 
sold for recycling or reuse. 

“We’re paid six to eight 
cents a litre for oil,” Fletch¬ 
er says; it will be re-refined 
into recycled oil or burned 
in asphalt furnaces. 

“We want the lead acid 
batteiy, not just for the en¬ 
vironmental reasons, but 
because it’s worth $4 to $5 
as a core that can be refur¬ 
bished,” Fletcher says. 

Freon is extracted from 
the a/c system using special 
equipment, and is either 
sold or reused. 

Recyclers also check for 
mercuiy-filled switches, 
which were used in some 
older vehicles to activate 
the under-hood light, and 
which must be handled as 
toxic waste. 

“From here, the recy¬ 
clers start to take it down 
by the metal,” Fletcher says. 

“That’s an54hing like the 


copper in radiators, or alu¬ 
minum in the wheels or en¬ 
gine.” 

What’s left is called the 
hulk and it’s flattened in a 
giant press, mainly to make 
it more convenient to ship. 
If the seats, trim or wind¬ 
shield weren’t good enough 
to reuse, they’re simply left 
in and pressed during the 
process. 

From there, the hulk is 
shipped to a facility that 
shreds it into fist-sized 
chunks. Magnets and other 
secondary recovery systems 
such as pressurized air are 
used to separate the metals, 
which are then sent for re¬ 
cycling, while foam, carpet 
and glass go to landfill. 

“On an average vehicle, 
you’ll get 75 per cent recy¬ 
cled as metal,” Fletcher 
says. “Once you factor in 
the parts we take out, such 
as tires and (reusable) parts, 
up to 83 per cent of the ve¬ 
hicle is recycled. You get 
about $500 to $600 for the 
metal in a flattened hulk 
for about $100 in time and 
effort, so a car has positive 
value.”

Taking a place above the 
Grand Cherokee in the 
Jeep brand’s product line¬ 
up, the Commander was 
available from 2006 to 
2010 inclusive. Based on 
the Grand Cherokee, it 
was blockier looking, big¬ 
ger, and boasted three 
rows of seating and room 
for seven occupants. 

Commander packed 
plenty of capability and 
traction on the road less 
travelled with the Quadra 
Drive II 4x4 system on 
board. 

Look for features like 
heated leather seats, navi¬ 
gation, a driver computer, 
parking sensors, power ac¬ 
cessories, remote entiy, a 
sunroof and plenty more.

Engine 

Look for a 3.7-litre V-6 with 210 
horsepower, or a 4.7-htre V-8 with 
235 horsepower until 2008, and 305 horse¬ 
power thereafter. Chiysler’s 5.7-htre HEMIV- 
8 with 330 or 357 horsepower was also 
available, depending on the year. All models 
got an automatic transmission.

A 
comfortable ride, towing power, the 
braking system and Commander’s off¬ 
road capability are also highly rated.

Comfort and space in 
the Commander’s second and 
third seating rows are common 
gripes, as is fuel economy and 
rearward visibility. 



Common issues 

Some issues have been re¬ 
ported with electronics, 
suspension and other sys¬ 
tems by owners in online 
forums, though a Jeep me¬ 
chanic should be able to 
check for and diagnose 
any of the Commander’s 
common problems. 

One such problem is a 
random engine stall-out 
situation that poses a safe¬ 
ty risk. This could be 
caused by a transmission 
fluid filter or overly sensi¬ 
tive ignition switch. Ask 
the vehicle’s seller if 
they’ve ever experienced 
this sort of problem. 

Verdict 

It’s primarily styling, tow¬ 
ing ability and off-road ca¬ 
pability that will draw 
used vehicle shoppers to 
the Commander. If you’re 
looking for good fuel 
mileage, you’d best move 
to another model.
